Will make no excule for adding this Letter ſo ſoon to our late Diſcourſe 
upon the ſame Subject, bur that I cannot help it. 

Theſe: Notions have troubled my Head ever ſince I ſaw you, upon 
your account, and they would be diſcharged no other way than this. 
Such as they are, now they are out, they belong to you who raiſed 
| them, and I muſt diſcharge my Conſcience too, in ſending them to you. 


When you have them, you may make what ule of them you: pleaſe, I en- 
| joyn you only to believe that I deſign them for no other, than to put you in 
| the right way of keeping that Eſtate of YOurs in Treland, which ſome lelf- 
| Tntereſt, from the hopes T have to be Entertained there again as kindly 
as I have been formerly, as well as my conſtant concern for every Good 
that belongs to you, inclines me to wiſh you would not loſe. 

The danger it isin at this time, - I am ſure, I need' not tell you. {wiſh the 
way out of it, were to beſcen as plainly ; tho' at the ſame time, I muſt ſay 

| the way out might lye there, in this caſe, where I cannot wiſh you wuld = 

" i& Tohe plainer, if you ſhould fancy your Intereſt lay, 1n this diſpute be- 


tween the two pretending Kings to Ireland, on the fide of him who has no 

Juſt pretence to it, I could not wiſh you would take the unjuſt ſide, even to 
? We ay your Eſtate. But being convinc'd my ſelf, that yours, and the Intereſt 
of hh Proteſtant in I reland, lies on the ſame ſide, which Honour and Ho- 
neſty would otherwiſe oblige them to be of, it may poſhbly be a piece of 
Service to make it appear. 

I do not then engage inthe point of Right and Wrong, between King James 
and King William, which of thoſe has the beſt Title to this Crown, or rather 
which has I Title, and which has not; that is ſo well known, that I dare 
affirm, there is not one of thoſe who has contributed to ſet up King William, 
but believes 1n his Conſcience he has done- wrong to King Fames ; nor doT 
pretend (tho' it be very eaſie) to ſhew the Falleneſs, and ſo the Weakneſs, as 
well as the Baſeneſs of the alleadged pretences for chis Bleſſed Reformation of 
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(2) 
the Lords doing ; in which,if there were one ſingle Man, among the many firſt 
Contrivers or Promoters of it, who ſo much as thought of Securing that Re- 
ligion, which, notwithſtanding their pretences, appears, fince its Delive- 
rance already,/in a worle Condition than it could have been put by King 
Tames, as long as He could have Livd; or who had any thought art all in 
engaging in that Buſineſs, but {uch as Revenge, Advantage, or Ambition ip- 
ſpired, I will yield that whole Proceeding ro be Lawful and Juſt, which I 
now take to be the Blackeſt and Fowlelt that ever ſhew'd its Face iti the 
World, not excepting that againſt King Charl-s the Firſt, For whatever 
was laid to his Charge; was laid open, and ſuch as it was, endeavoured at 
leaſt to be prov'd to the World ; he had, leave and time given him to make 
hisDefence, and was Condemned, ifÞot upon a Hearing, upon an offer of a 
Tryal,refuſed by himſelf. But here is a King driven out of His Own Country 
(to which eſcape roo in all probability, He 1s beholding for His Lite) by theun- 
expected, as well as unheard of Treachery of His Own Sobjetts, chiefly 
ſich as He had Raiſed from Nothing, or had ſhew'd ſuch kindneſs to, as 
would have ty'd any Few or Turk to be Faithful to Him, upon Suggeſtions ſo 
Scandaloully falſe, that they could no more prove, than He could a& them); 
and thereforc notwithſtanding all their Declarations before vpon thoſe Heads, 
notwithſtanding all his Provocations to them by Letters to that purpoſe, 
(ſome of which they would nor open, becauſe they would nv: Publiſh) ſince 
He went away, to prove the Impoſture of the Prince of //a/es; the League 
with France, His Brothers Death, &c. They dare not go about auy ſuch thing, 
even when the doing it (if it were in their Power) would juſtifie and ſecure 
all they have done beſides. And when He is driven out of His Country by 
Treachery, Shams, and Lyes Cuſt as if a Man ſhould fer Fire to a part of 


my Houſe, and then Seize it afterwards, as his,- becauſe I run away and left 


it) He forſooth has Abdicated His Kingdom, and it belongs to him who ſet it 
on Fire. I ſay, will not enter upon theſe matters with you, but leave 
you, when. you are diſpoſed to conſider them, to ſuch Papers as are Writ al- 
ready upon that Subject, and to ſuch Writers as are more proper and abie than 
I am to manage them, . What' we talk d of laſt, and what has been running 
in my mind ſince, (as I have told you) for your fake, is which way we ſhall 
take to ſecure that Eſtate of yours in Ireland, on which we have been fo 
merry not long ago, to be ſo on it again. 

And in Order to this, if you pleaſe, we will examine, firſt, how many 
ways there are to be taken at preſent, and then conſider them one by one, 
which is the moſt and the beſt for our purpoſe. | | 

All the Games to be Play'd, as things ſtand, by the Proteſtants of Ireland; 
I think, I may fay, are thele which follow, _ 

"They muſt either ſide with King James; or King Wifiam ; either Volun- 
tarily continue in England Neuter, or return to 1re/and fo; or endeayouring 
to return, be hinder'd by the Government here: 

And the Hazards are, if the contrary fide to that which they take ſhould 
revall. | f | | 
4 If they ſide with King James, and King William prevail, meaning the 
Proteſtants of Ireland (which Country, the Government having all along till 
now,Continued and Acted,is as much under the Authority of King Fames,as it 
did in any time during His Reign, and being now aCtually Governed by Him- 
ſelf, is not pretended to be Abaicated ) it is molt certain,rhere is nothing which 
King Will;jam can make them ſuffer with any Face of Law, Equity, Conſct- 
ence, 
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ence, or Policy it ſelf ; we ſee it is not fo much as thought on even in Exg- 
lind, that any Man who continued Faithful to King James, and endeavoured 
at leaſt to ſerve Him as as long as He ſtay'd here, tho' it were in Arms, ſhould 
forfeit his Eſtate for it. On the cohtrary it 1s known and own d that Law, 
Equity, and Conſcience are of the (ide of the Lawful King, ar lealt, as long 
1s He is Poſſeſſed, and without doubt it may be made appear {6 little Poli- 
tick, for any Man who gets the Power and the Crown of £7g/and, to Puniſh 
thole whom he has found Faithful to it, by bis Power only, that it need not 
be ſear'd King William will go about 1t. 

I know there is an ObjeQtion, by which ſome endeavour to make te Caſe 
of Ireland at preſent, Jifferent from that of Ezxglans before the Prince of 
Orange was Proclaim'd, and became, as 1s faid, a King de fado ; which is, 
that Ireland, . by ſome Interpretation ofiLaw, is ſubject to the diſpoſal of the 
Parliament of Ezgland, as a Dominion of Exglaza, that the Parliament have 
made ule of their Right by the Law, and given away the Crown of Ireland, 
together with their own, to the Prince of Oraxge, fince which time he is to 
be look'd upon in Poſſeſſion of. Ireland as well as England, and thoſe who Op- 
poſe hin there, as Rebels againſt- the King Poſlelt. 

For Anſwer to this Objection, I would ask thoſe who make it, tho? it 
ſhould be true, that by ſuch a Law, a Parliament of Ezglazd, can in this, and 
this particular, oblige the People of Ireland, whether it can therefore do it in 
every thing elſe? And whether the ProteZ#ants of Ireland would have been 
contented to |:ave pay d a {ſwinging Tax laid upon their Eſtates, by the laſt 
Epgliſh Parliament. without any Concurrence of theirs? If they would not 
have been contented with that, becauſe there is no Law for it, then, the aforc- 
faid Law does not Empower an Exgliſh Patliament to diſpoſe of Ireland in 
every thing ; and ſurely, if it cannot give away a little Money; by Charging 
it upon the Lands of Ireland, it cannot give away the Lands themſelves, and 
the Owners too. '_ But ſuppoſe that Law had enabled this Parliament to make 
ſuch a Preſent, had it therttore made that which is no Parliament able to do it ? 
Is the Prince of Orange Empowered by any Law, to Write up a Convention iti 
Expland, to give away Ireland to himſelf? As well may he and his Conven- 
tion give it away to the States of Hol/aud when they pleaſe, and juſt fo, if 
ever a Popiſh Party ſhould prevail in Parliament again, may they diſpoſe of it 
tothe King of France. But if the Prince of Orange be not ſo Empowered, the 
ObjeQtion 1s Anſwered; and there being no Law, no Ground of any kind, to 
make the People of Irclazd,be they Trotetants or Papiſts, Rebels againſt any 
Power but King James's, as long as He keeps Poſſeſſion of it ; nor any dan- 
ger that King W;/hjaz», in ſuch a Caſe, ſhould proceed without Law or Ground 
there is no fear, that any Man ſhould loſe his Eſtate for being Faithful to ot 
ſiding with King Fames, tho' King William ſhould prevail, ; 

Let us try then the next Chance, and ſee how it 1s likely to fate with thoſe 
who pretend to ſet up King William in Ireland, if King Fames ſhould pre- 
vail ; and if it be true, as is ſaid before to be, that Law, Equity, and Conſci- 
ence are of the ſide of the Lawful King Poſleſt, I am afraid they will appear 
to be againſt thoſe, who.,go about to Diſpoſſels King James in Ireland, and 
that conſequently not only the Eſtates, but the Lives of all thoſe who attempt 
ſuch a thing, being Legally and Juſtly Forfeited to Him, will have no better 
Title or Security, than what they muſt be obliged to His Mercy and Kindneſs 
for, And there being this difference between the pretences for Mercy from 
King James, and King William, it he ſhould prove Yidtorious; that the firſt 
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(4) 
will have the Law on his ſide in taking fuch Forteitures of Lives and Eſtates 
as are due to Him, and the laſt will break all the Laws if he meddles with any, 
I think there needs no more to make it plain, which is the prudent and ſafeſt 
ſide. Nay, that there is abſolute ſatety in raking the ſide of King Tames, 
though King William ſhould prevail, and no other 1n ſiding with King William 
if King James ſhould prevail, than ſuch as King Famess good nature will 
afford you. In which there can be no fartiier diſpute, unleſs ir be upon this 
account, that the Game is ſo ſure, or at leaſt with ſuch odds on King W;1lam's 
fide, that you may fay there is little or no danger that King Fames will ever 
be in a Condition to take my Eſtate, and 1t I do not now make my Court to 
King William, by appearing for him in time, I ſhall never get any Preferment 
under him hereafter. If the Gams be lure, I contels I have no' farther Argu- 
ments upon the ſcore of Intereſt, but muſtleave you to thoſe already paſt over 
of Conſcience, and your Inclination for Imployment under King Williar : 
but if it be not certain, let the odds be never to great of his fide, an hundred, 
nay a thouſand to one, Ido not ſee why that one ſhould þe ventur'd'; and do 
adviſe you, before you do it, to remember that the Terrz firma will be play'd 
againſt a Caſtle in the Aire. ” 

The other two parts of ſtaying in Englazd, or returning to Ireland neuter, 
being both ſafe in the Point of Forfeiting, t1ey mult be look'd upon accor- 
ding to the different Circumſtances with prudential Conſiderations only : For 
as I am ſure for your part, you ever Laughd at that common Bugbear of a 
Maſlacree, which has Scar'd away ſo many Timerous unthinking People, and 
have more wit than to believe your Lite would be in danger, if you liv'd 
quietly in Treland with ſatisfaQtion to-the Government ; 10 I rhink that Fright 
is enough over with others too, not to need Arguments againſt it. For in 
the Name of God ro what purpoſe ſhould ſuch a thing be Attempted, at this 
time eſpecially, when the whole Country and the Power of it is 1n their own 
Hands, when they want nothing ſo much as People; and when no People 
can ſerve their wants but Zzgliſh. Is it not the Intereit and the ſole Buſineſs 
of Trelazd now, to get the King reſtor'd to Exeland 5 can any thing elſe Se- 
cure my Lord Tirconnel's own Life, or Eſtate at leaſt {which cannot run a- 
way) but that, can the reſt af the 1riſþh hope for ſuch Advantages under 
King William, as they have Enjoy'd under King Fames * And will any Man-_ 
tell me then, that either the King, Lord Tirconnel, or Iriſh People, will Dif. 
courage ſuch Exgliſh as are with them -(though it be no farther, than in not 
being againſt them). in this Deſign. May not any Man of common ſenſe, the: 
moſt Tgnorant in all Treland, plainly fee that Maſſacring the Exgliſh, if they 
ſhould come among them again, would unite all Exg/azd more than ever a- 
gainſt Treland, and King Fames's return ? And if ſo, can any Man believe 
that courſe will be taken by thoſe who are ruin'd, and had almoſt as good be 
Maſlacred themſelves, if. the King ſhould not return. 

But I ask pardon for bringing any thing of Argument to this Subje&, 
which I ſaid needed none - I had forgot Conſiderations of another kind were - 
to govern the preſent queftion. Do you know how to live in Exglazd in this 
propoſed Neutrality ? Do the Rents come out of Ireland after you? Or if 
they do not, does my Lord Hallifax Solicite well, and King W/l;am provide 
handſome Subſiſtance for you ? Does Lieutenant General Hamilton, who was 
Imployed in your Service, give a good account of his Embaſſy ; if theſe things 
go according to your mind, and there can be no Law which can oblige you to 
return into your own Country ; undoubtecly London may ferye turn to _yu 
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ſome further time in, and T know not how King Fames can puniſh you on- 
ly for liking Ezg/and better than Ireland. But it Pence do not accrew 


\ neither from Jre/azd nor from your Friends at Court, and Meat and Drink 


at leaſt may be procurd upon your own Eſtates; in my Opinion Eating 
in the worſt of your Gentlemens Houſes in Trel/azd, is better than walking 
Hungry in the Gallery at Whitehall. 

If any ſhall endeavour to return (TI mean Prozeſtants) and be hindred b 
the Government here, he is ſo far from being in danger of either ſide, that he 
has a very good Plea on both, let which will be uppermoſt ; King Fames can- 
not but rake the good Will for the Deed, in him who endeavours to come to 
Him ; and King Wil{iamT am ſure, ought not but provide for thoſe, whom 
he hinders to provide tor themſelves. 

Having told you ſincerely what occurs to me upon theſe ſeveral propos'd 
ways to be taken in theſe dangerous times, give me leave before T conclude,to 
ask you what you think of this farther Caſe I will put you, relating to the 
choice you have to make; and then to anſwer a queſtion you have once or 
twice put to me, but never gave me time to do it. 

For the Firſt, 1 fancy there may be a danger on one fide yet, for which we 
have not provided ; and which, though you may think it enough out of the 
way, may not be amils to be at leaſt foreſeen. What if ſiding with King 
William, ſhould be a means to looſe your Eſtate, though King William him- 
ſelf ſhould prevail 1n the end : We haveſeen ſo many unexpected, unthought 
of things come to pals in 4. or 5 Months time already, that it will not be pre- 
poſterous to ſuppole any thing, | 

Suppoſe then,I ſay, that you ſhould engage your ſelf fo far in the Service of 
King Williams here,as will put the Law on King James's fide in Ireland to ſeize 
and poſſeſs Himſelf fairly (as we have ſaid before He may in that Caſe) of 
your Eſtate, that He keeps Poſſeſſion of that Eſtate with the whole Kingdom 
ſome years, againſt all King W:l;am can ſay or do againſt it, that afterwards 
King William either by an Exgliſh Army, or by the help of ſome more Dutch- 
Men, beats out King Fames, and ſettles himſelf entirely in all theſe Domini- 
ons, with the Conqueſt of Ireland. Is not your Eſtate then, by being 
found Legally in the Crown, (as Legally asany Eſtates veſted in King Charles 
at his Reſtauration upon the account of the rſh Rebellion?) wholly and ſole- 
ly the Right of King W:lliam ? The queſtion I would ask then, is, 1fhe ſhould 
happen to have more Kindneſs for Moxſieur Bexting ( orſome other of his 
Dutch Acquaintance who want Eſtates, and are to be rewarded for coming hi- 
ther) than he has for you,what ſhonld hinder him,to give your Eſtate to them 
as King Charles did many Eſtates ſo got, to many of your Friends at that 
time ? Can you fay your Eſtate was not tairly in the Crown before, and ſo 
not King Williams now ? No, but you will ſay perhaps you loſt it in Serving 
him even againſt your Lawful King. Have you never ſcen a Service of that 
nature forgot, or rewarded fo, by a King before ? But to put it a little hand- 
ſomer on King Williams part, and ſomething more probable on yours, for the 
looſing ſide ſtill. It is poſſible you may dye, before Ireland be Recovered yet, 
though after you have forfeited all you have there to King James; in which 
Caſe, thoſe who will be left to tell your Story, or Solicite your Cauſe, may 
be perhaps ſome young Children, with ſuch Friends as they ſhall get, when 
they have no Eſtate ; and do you think tt then altogether impoſſible that ſuch 
as they ſhould find ſome difficulty in being heard and reliev'd at Court? I 
know not how much eaſter and better King Williams Court may be for Acceſs 
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and juſt diſpatch of Buſineſs, than thoſe I have known ; - but ' according to 
thoſe, if I were worth any thing, I would think twice, before I ventur'd 
to put it into their Hands in hopes they would make me a Preſent of it again. 

The queſtion you have ask*d, and I have not fully anſwered formerly, is this. 
Say you, in caſe we ſhould return to that which perhaps 1s juſtly. enough called 
our Duty, ſo as to reſtore King James to his Right and Crown again , how 
ſhall we be aſſured we ſhall not tall under the ſame dangers we apprehended our 
ſelves before both in our Religion and Properties. Hecan give no better nor 0- 
ther aſſurance, than publick and ſolemn Promiles added to ſuch Atts of Parlia- 
ment as we {hall contrive and frame for our own Security. Have we 
not had all theſe already, and has He not broke them all * Does not his pre- 
tended Diſpenſing Power at once ſet aſide all Promiſes, Laws, and every thing 
but his Will and Pleaſure ? And though He ſhould now diſclaim that to ger 
in again,will it not be very eafie when He is in,to lay hold on that common, and 
indeed many times juſtifyable come off of Kings, that He wasthen under a 
force, and could not bind Himſelf ro His own wrong, or to the diminution 
of His Prerogative, 1 confeſs here is a hard queſtion, and that which makes 
it harder yet, T am afraid the Charge againſt us is moſt of 1t true. But ſince 
TI am in, I muſt get out as wellas I can : And as I did not pretend at the be- 
ginning to medle with right or wrong, or to Preach Duty and Conſcience in 
chis Letter,I will urge none of thoſe Arguments which otherwile would fall ir- 
to this place of Fiat Fuſtitia, ruat Celwn, &c. but leave thole Conſiderations 
{till to be preſt by properer Men than I am, to ſuch as are more likely to mind 
chem than you : And now, asI have prov'd it already to be Infallibly yours, 
and the Intereſt of all thoſe of Ire/ayd who have Eſtates there, to endeavour 
to reſtore King James; if I can add to it that it will not only be ſo much a- 
gainſt His Intereſt as muſt end in his abſolute Ruine and DelſtruCtion, if He 
ſhall attempt any ſuch things as you fear, but morally impoſſible to bring any 
thing of that kind which He ſhall attempt to paſs : I ſuppoſe I ſhall do your 
Buſineſs as well, and give you as good an Anſwer, as if I laid Religion and 
Conſcience never ſo plain before you. 

You ſay, If we ſhould reſtore King James to the Crown, how ſhall we be 
aſſured we ſhall not fall under the ſame dangers we apprehended our ſelves be- 
fore both in our Religzozand Properties. 

In the firſt place (tho'I do not infift in the leaft upon this) how do you 
know you were in danger as to thoſe before ? It is true indeed by the Conſe- 
quence, that moſt People appprehended themſelves ſo ; but if it were never 
deſign'd by the King to Invade your Religion or Properties, by that Liberty 
of Conſcience which He pretended to Eſtabliſh ; the Eſtabliſhing ſuch a Liber- 
ry purely without doing any thing elſe, would not have taken thoſe away, 
but your not ſuffering any Tryal to be made. of what He would have done af- 
terwards, by not ſuffering it to come to that Liberty it ſelf; it admits of no 
proof, it can only be conjectured, that when the Penal Laws and Tefts were 
removed, He would have made uſe of that Opportunity, ro put ſuch People 
only into Offices and Parliaments themſelves, as would :contribute to intro- 
duce Popery. Itmay be fo, that believing His Own Religion the Right, He 
would have done what He could to bring others to it (which conliſts very 
well with being an Honeſt Conſciencious Man) and it may be too, that if He 
were perſwaded by His Prieſts or others, that uſing ſome:moderate Severities 
to Proteſtants, might weary them out by degrees, and bring them toa Com- 

 pliance, He might poſſibly have tried ſome ſuch way too, (which I confeſs _ 
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Proteſtants have been in the right to prevent, by refuſing as they did, to take 
off the Penal Laws and Teſts) but when thole were not taken off, nor likely to 
be (tho' we had not ſo ſhametfully broke through all the DoCQtrines of our Re- 
ligion, by running into Rebellion) to lay down a Suppoſition of our own, 
which never did, nor ever would have come into Fact, and bring that SuP= 
poſition into Charge againſt our King, and Condemn Him upon that Charge, 
withour ſo muchas hearing what He could fay to it, I believe you your ſelf 
will think a little hard 3 butT am not to infift upon this, it is too late, whate- 
yer He deſigned before, He has paid dear enough for it. "The Queſtion now 
is, if He comoes to the Crown again, how ſhall we ſecure our Religon and our 
Laws? By the ſame way you might have done before, if you had pleaſed, 
without any of theſe Miſchiefs either to the King or your ſelves, which you 
have brought upon both now ; by denying to change your Laws {till fif there 
can be {o much weakneſs as to ask it again) by retuſing to contribute to an 
thing you would not have done,and by refiſting only to act againſt your ſelves, 
inftcad of aQting a Treaſonable and Rebellious Reſiſtance againſt Him. And 
to make it plain, that this can never fail to do the Buſineſs, I Appeal to any 
underſtending Man who made any Obſervation upon that time, with the 
temper of the People then, and will ſpeak his Mind ſincerely, whether he 
believes that Parliament, after all their Regulations and Contrivances, if it 
had Sate in November laſt undiſturbd by rhe Prince of Oraxge. would have 
done their Buſineſs, by taking off the Pexa! Laws and Tefts. And if that 
Buſineſs was not to have been compalſs'd then, when all before had gone fair 
and ſmooth of their ſide, when there was no other ProfpeCt but Favour and 
Employments, and Money for thoſe who ſhould do it, when there was in all 
appearance, a formidable Army ready to obey the King in every thing, even 
in the Puniſhment of thoſe who ſhould not do it; I fay, fetting alide that it 
would be dire&t Madneſs in the King (who mult come in upon Terms and 
Promiſes to the contrary, if He come at all) to attempt any ſuch matter any 
more, I fay it is ſtark Brindefs in any body elſe, not to ſee that the Penal 
Laws and Teft, will never be parted with by the People of Exglazd, and thar 
by conſequence and by never failing experience too, it will be impoſiible for 
the King to introduce Popery, orto Invade them with Arbitrary Power. 

But I have heard it ſaid, notwithſtanding it 1s true, that the Laws cannot 
be taken away but by a Parliament, and that ſuch a Parliament will never be 
choſe by the People, and ſo that there will not be much danger indeed, that 
the King ſhould get any thing that way now, which He could not before; 
yet He will come now as a Conqueror, and if He cannot make us unmake our 
Laws, He will force us to live without Law, and by His Army, Enforce 
whatever elſe He has a mind to. By what Army, and by what Force, I pray, 
will He enforce any thing ? Is it a practicable or poſlible thing do you think, 
for the King to get upon His Throne again, by the Power of His Iriſh Army, 
which they ſay He is about to bring, againſt che United Strength of Scotland 
and Exeland ? If it be not poſſible, He muſt either not come atall, or it muſt 
be with the help of His Scorch and Exgliſh Subjects either joyning, or at leaſt 
not oppoſing the Iriſh ; in which Cale it muſt be own'd He will be brought 
in by the conſent of Scor/andand England, for without them it is allowed His 
Iriſþ Army would ſignifie little ; and then I would fain know what ſhall hin- 
der theſe Scorch and Engliſh who could have kept Him out /eſpecially when 
their own Strength is ſo well known, and they have got the trick ont too) to 
drive him out again, as I have heard a worthy Member of the Houſe of Com- 

mons

tempted which ſhall not be Itk'd. ; 

Oh, but then again ſays another, what do you think it that Frexch Army 
ſhould come now, which was coming before the Prince of Oraxee Redeem'd 
us, to cut all our Throats ; and they and the Jriſþ together ſhould Conquer 
us all in ſpight of our Teeth ? Would not the-King then Govern by an Ar. 
my, have us all in His Power, and uſe us like Dogs ? I ſay, my Lord Sander- 
[and (who has been fowly bely'd, if he did not know at leaſt all the Miſchief 
the King intended) in his publick Letter ſent hither on purpoſe to make his 
Peace, by diſcovering all he did know, tho' laying it upon other People, and 
by flinging all the Durt he can in the King's Face, 1s of my mind, that there 
was no ſuch thing as a Frexch Army coming at that time; and ſays. exprefly 
too, that he knewmothing of that French League, tor which we have {o ho- 
neſtly Condemn'd our Maſter. But nevertheleſs, ſuppoſe ſuch an Army 
ſhould come from Frazce upon this occaſion, and endeavour to make a Con- 
queſt of us all. . I fay, firſt, that it muſt be a Conqueſt of us all indeed, for 
undoubtedly all Scotlaud and Exgland would unanimoully oppoſe them to 
Death, againſt which it is ſo little likely, Cas things go now in France eſpe- 
cially) for ſuch an Army to be brought from thence to Exg/and, as would be 
able to Maſter it ſo united, that it is ridiculous to imagine ſuch a projeQt. Then 
if we ſhould be ſo Conquer'd, King Lewis would get more by the Viftory 
than King James, and it would do King Fames {o little Service to have His 
Kingdom ſo Recover'd, that for His Own fake He will never try that way, 
if there be any other lett. 

If there be no other way left, what Impartial Man can blame Him {who is 
out of All without it) for making uſe of that, tho' it do bring an uneaſy Part- 
ner with it : And if the People of Exg/azd, by turning out their own King, 
ſhall bring themſelves to be Conquered by the King of Fraxce, they muſt 
blame themſelves. 

' Upon the whole matter (unleſs it be this of a French Army Conquering 
England) which (if it be not ſo improbable as I have faid it is) will deſerve 
the more Conſideration, whether it ſhould not be prevented in time, by con- 
ſenting to receive King James, it is plain there is no way for King Fames to 
Return, but by the Conſent of His People, and that, when He does come 
ſo, there is no danger that his People ſhould Sufter by Him,either in their Re- 
ligion, their Laws, their Properties, or in any, tho' never {o trivial thing, Drdan 
unleſs they conſent to that too. . os m— 

Whether the People of Exgland (when they have it in their Power) may netendec 
be truſted with the care of themſelves in ſuch matters, I leave it to you to naw: 
Judge, asI muſt do, all the reſt I have ſaid here. "Zo
